The cabinet agreed yesterday to 
give quiet diplomacy another few 
days to try to resolve Israel's crisis 
with Syria over Lebanon. 

The crisis blew up last week when 
Syria moved ground-to-air missiles 
into Lebanon. Israel shot down two 
helicopters last Tuesday which 
were taking pan in the Syrian 
onslaught against Christian fighters 
atop Mount Lebanon. 

Although most ministers agreed 
to comply with the American re- 
quest to forgo military measures for 
die present, a few ministers argued 
that such measures were .inevitable 
since Syria would never be per- 
suaded by diplomatic means- alone

Prime Minister Menahem Begin, 
in an interview on Kol Israel's 
English-language programme 
yesterday, conceded for the first 
time that Syrian missiles “ap- 
parently" had been shifted into 
Lebanon. On Friday be said these 
reports had not been confirmed. 

Officials in Jerusalem interpreted 
the change in Begin's description as 
another signal to Syria to pull back 
its batteries. 

Begin said on the radio that 
diplomatic efforts to resolve the 
Lebanese crisis, especially by the UB. 
had produced no results so far. 
Syrian President Hafez Assad still 
refused to meet with the U.S. am- 
bassador in Damascus, who had to 
talk to the Foreign Ministry instead. 

Begin said Israel was not holding 
discussions with Syria, and would 
never consider submitting proposals 
directly to Syria with whom it was 
still in a state of war. 

Begin said Israe; Wasr talking to 
third parties who were able to talk 
to the Syrians. 

He strongly endorsed the 
reproaches about Syria uttered on 
Saturday by Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat and said the Syrian 
troops must quit Lebanon since 
they no longer constitute a peace- 
keeping force. 

“But we never promised anybody 
that we would use the IDF to eject 
the Syrians,” Begin said.

The possibility that cabinet

Syrians draft 
plan to end 
Beirut strife 

BEIRUT. — Syrian troops and* 
Lebanese Christian forces observed 
an uneasy and apparently only par- 
tially effective truce yesterday as 
Syria drew up proposals for ending 
the latest crisis. 

Syrian Foreign Minister Abdel- 
Halim K had dam was expected to 
return to Lebanon today amid 
mounting international pressure to 
reach some form of agreement with 
the Christians. 

But two civilians were shot to 
death and a Lebanese soldier was 
wounded in Beirut yesterday in 
violation of the 5-day declared truce 
and Christian radio said hopes of a 
breakthrough in upcoming recon- 
ciliation talks had suffered new set- 
backs. 

The Phalangist “Radio Free 
Lebanon*' cited Syrian reinforce- 
ments around the besieged Chris- 
tian town of Zahle and Mt. Sannine, 
nor'iheast_pf Beirut. ' 

Radio Monte Carlo reported last 
night that the Syrians have extensive- 
ly reinforced their anti-aircraft mis- 
sile network in central Lebanon. 

Saudi Arabia and Kuwait were 
last night reported to have withheld 
their financial contributions for the 
Syrian forces in Lebanon. Kuwait 
had earlier said that the Arab 
League which had commissioned 
Damascus to maintain peace in 
Lebanon ought to reconsider the 
presence of Syrian troops in that 
country.

TEL AVIV. — Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin yesterday 
labelled West German Chancel- 
lor Helmut Schmidt a hypocrite 
and accused him of greed, of 
wilfully seeking to forget 
German crimes against the 
Jewish people and of being in- 
terested only in selling weapons 
at high prices and buying oil 
cheaply. 

“There is no remnant of 
heart, humanity, morality or 
memory," Begin told members 
of his Herut executive as he 
launched what is seen as an at- 
tack, unprecedented in its 
severity on a foreign leader. 

Nor aid Begin spare French 
President Valery Giscard d'Estaing, 
whom he accused, along with 
Schmidt, of “unbridled greed and 
avarice." 

Begin was reacting to the state- 
ment made by Schmidt upon his 
return to Bonn after a visit to Saudi 
Arabia, in which the chancellor 
spoke about German moral com- 
mitment to “the Palestinians who 
escaped or fled from the WesL 
Bank." 

Schmidt did not mention any sort 
of a German commitment to the 
Jewish people, but said the Israeli 
government was acting out a Greek 
tragedy in its intransigence. 

Begin passionately declared that 
“from a moral point of view, 
Schmidt's statements certainly rank 
as the most callous ever heard. It 
seems that the Holocaust had con- 
veniently managed to slip Ins mind, 
and he did not make mention of a 
million and a half small children 
murdered, of entire families wiped 
out. . 

“the German debt to the Jewish 
people can never end ~ not in this 
generation and not in any other. 
That entire nation cheered on the 
murderers as long as they were vic- 
torious. 

“But what do we hear? We hear 
of a commitment to those who 
strove to complete what the 
Germans had started in Europe," 
Begin said. 

He expressed the certainty that ' 
“Schmidt must have concluded 
some very lucrative business deals 
in Saudi Arabia, which affected his 


memory. But perhaps he has no 
idea of Jewish history and of the 
history of this land. 

“No Arabs fled the West Bank in 
1948 or in 1967, when we triumphed 
despite Jordanian attacks upon us. 
Not even the residents of 
murderous Hebron escaped. Only 
the residents of one refugee camp in 
Jericho crossed the nearby River 
Jordan." 

Begin continued: “It is sheer ar- 
rogance and impudence to tell 
members of my generation — the 
generation of the Holocaust and of 
Jewish rebirth — that Germany has 
a debt to the Arabs. Such words - 
have not been heard since the close 
of World War II, when the world 
saw what was done to us in the 
crematoriums.” 

Begin then, apparently alluding 
to Schmidt, said he knew full well 
who was present “in a certain movie 
theatre with Hitler to view the bar- 
barous execution in 1944 of German 
officers who failed in a coup at- 
tempt. They were hung by piano 
wires to make their death slow and 
torturous. 

“I am not the only one who 
knows who was present, by invita- 
tion, during the screening of that 
film and who applauded it with the 
rest of the audience." 

Begin went on to define a Greek 
tragedy. “It is the futile contest 
between mere mortal and fate. 
Their defeat is pre-ordained and 
fate is bound to emerge triumphant. 
Schmidt is telling us that our fate, 
too, is sealed and that our lot is 
failure.” 

The prime minister noted that 
anti-Semites had always 
“persecuted the Jews for their ‘love 
of lucre,' but there is no more

Peres briefed by Begin: 

‘We’ll take necessary steps’ 
to defuse Lebanon situation

Labour Puny chairman Shimon 
Peres said yesterday that he 
wouldn't exclude the possibility that 
if diplomatic efforts fail to resolve 
the current critical situation with 
Syria in Lebanon, “we'll take all 
necessary measures" to preserve 
Israeli security. 

“Syria is not going lo be impres- 
sed with logic,” said Peres after he 
and MK Moshe Arens, chairman of 
the Knesset Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee, were briefed 
on the situation by Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin. The briefing took 
place at the premier's residence in 
Jerusalem. 

The opposition leader objected to 
Begin's characterization of the 
events in Lebanon as reminiscent of 
the Holocaust, maintaining there 
“is a difference” between “occupa- 
tion and genocide." 

Peres refused to divulge details of 
the conversation, except to say “we 
had a serious talk.” However, he 
described the Syrian anti-aircraft 
missiles in Lebanon as a “problem” 
for Israel. He also termed Syrian oc- 
cupation of Lebanon as a serious is- 
sue. 

Peres and Arens got their briefing 
in the wake of a vituperative ex- 
change between Begin and opposi- 
tion members at last Thursday's 
committee meeting. Peres com- 
plained then that he was ofTended 
that he had not been briefed by 
Begin on the developments in 
Lebanon. Begin said then that he 


had planned to brief Peres but that 
Labour's accusations that the Likud 
was responsible for the anti-Peres 
demonstration at last week's 
Mimouna celebration had 
prompted him to change his mind. 
The two later agreed on yesterday's 
briefing. 

The meeting with Peres was 
Begin's first in more than six weeks. 

Arens said Israel “wouldn't be 
making diplomatic efforts if it 
believed a priori that they would 
rail.” But Arens, like Peres, did not 
rule out the eventual possibility that 
force may be necessity to remove 
the Syrian anti-aircraft missiles 
from the Beka'a Valley. 

Asked if there is enough public 
debate about Israel's involvement in 
Lebanon, Peres said that 
“operational measures are not a 
matter for public debate.” He said 
that political differences on Israel’s 
role in Lebanon should be left to the 
political parties. 

Speaking to the Herut Executive 
yesterday. Prime Minister Begin 
sought to correct a distortion which 
he said had crept into reports of his 
description of the Christian plight in 
Lebanon. 

“I never compared the state of | 
the Christians there lo the 
Holocaust. Nothing can match what 
was done to the Jews in World War 
II. But I did compare the attitude of 
the Syrian forces to the Christians 
to the way the Nazis treated non- 
Jewish civilians populations in the 
countries they occupied,'* he 
elucidated. 


Higher unemployment seen 
unless devaluation speeded

The Treasury was warned yester- 
day by a group of leading in- 
dustrialists that unless the shekel 
was devalued immediately by 15 per 
cent, the result would be 
widespread unemployment, par- 
ticularly in development towns. 

In a meeting yesterday with 
Finance Ministry Director-General 
Prof. Ezra Sadan, the industrialists, 
led by association president 
Avraham Shavit, explained that the 
slowdown in the devaluation rate in 
recent months has increased their 
losses. Some firms have cancelled 
orders from abroad and others are 
considering restricting production. 

Exporters have been hit by two 
trends in recent months. The.shekei 
has dropped only 15.3 per cent in 
value, compared to a standard 
“basket” of currencies, in the last 
four months, while the price index 
has risen by about 28 per cent (as- 
suming an 8 per cent increase for 
April). In addition, European cur- 
rencies have fallen relatively to the 
dollar. 

This means that exporters' local 
expenses have risen faster than their 
income in foreign currency, and 


that those who earn European cur- 
rencies have suffered even greater 
losses. 

Recent reports have held that the 
Bank of Israel has slowed the 
devaluation of the shekel in 
response to the T reasury's urging, in 
order to slow inflation. The Bank 
has denied that a change of policy 
has occurred, but yesterday the 
bank spokesman said that a substan- 
tial devaluation at this point would 
fuel inflation, which should be 
avoided. 

The spokesman added that in any 
case the bank could not determine 
the relation between the dollar and 
the European currencies. 

As an alternative to a drastic 
devaluation, the industrialists would 
like the -Treasury to institute ex- 
change rate insurance'to make tip 
the difference between the ' local 
rate of inflation and the exchange 
rates for the foreign currencies they 
earn. 

Prof. Sadan did not deny that the 
rate of devaluation had slowed, but 
said that action on the industrialists' 
demands could be taken only after 
consultation with Finance Minister 
Y oram Aridor when he returns from 
the U.S. 


Two brothers arrested for 
selling stolen IDF munitions

TEL AVIV. — Police have arrested 
a soldier and his brother for alleged- 
ly stealing IDF explosives and am- 
munition from a military camp and 
selling them to four other men, also 
in custody, for cash and drugs. 

Holon police commander Rav- 
Pakad Avraham Duani said yester- 
day nine fragmentation grenades, 
two half-kilo and two quarter kilo 
explosive bricks, 17 detonators, 
eight plastic explosive charges, nine 
electric detonators, 10 hypodermic 
needles and Adoian narcotic tablets 
had been found at the flat belonging 
to the soldier's brother. 

The location .of two other 
grenades is known to the police and 
they will be collected today, Duani 
said. The explosives plus ammuni- 
tion for an Uzi sub-machinegun dis- 
covered at the home of another 
suspect account for all the muni- 
tions allegedly stolen from the base. 

The ring was uncovered after 
Moshe Havshoosh, 23 and his 
soldier-brother Yoram, 20, were ar- 
rested on April 28, as they walked 
the town's streets at 2 am. Inter- 
rogation of what Duani called “the 
two heavy drug users" revealed that 
the soldier had six months ago. al- 
legedly helped his brother gain 
entrance to the IDF camp he was 


serving in and steal the explosives, 
the police officer said. 

The brothers allegedly sold the 
munitions in exchange for cash and 
narcotics through Aharon Ohana, 
26, to the three other suspects. 

Additional explosives and am- 
munition for an Uzi sub- 
machinegun were allegedly found 
by police who searched Oh ana’s 
flat. 

The prices paid for the munitions, 
police said, included IS 15,000 for an 
explosive charge, IS250 for a 
grenade,, and 100 Adoian pills in 
return for three other grenades. 

“It would appear it is easy to steal 
explosives (from IDF bases),' 
Duani said, stressing that it was the 
Holon police and not military 
authorities who uncovered the al- 
leged thefts. 

The arrests, he said, had 
prevented the death of at least one 
underworld figure, allegedly slated 
for assassination by one of the 
suspects using the IDjF munitions. 
“The Holon police saved his life,’ 
Duani said. 

A magistrate’s court last week 
remanded five of the suspects into | 
police custody, and yesterday 
ordered Yoram Havshoosh 
detained for 10 days. 

Duani said the soldier would | 
probably be turned over to the) 
military police in a few days.

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400 power station workers 
start sanctions for more pay 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. — The 400 operators of 
the country’s three power stations 
began work sanctions yesterday 
afternoon in an effort to force 
management to raise their pay. The 
crews normally work around the 
clock in three shifts. 

At the Ashdod and Haifa power 
stations second shift workers 
refused to be relieved. They an- 
nounced that they would stay at the 
stations' central control rooms “un- 
til we fall apart," one of them said 
last night. 

At the Reading power station, 
workers adopted a different tactic; 
They arc refusing to deliver equip- 
ment or for repair, and will not ac- 
cept items aj ready fixed by the sta- 
tion's maintenance crew. 


The shift workers and the power 
station operators had held labour 
sanctions a few weeks ago, 
demanding wage and social benefit 
increases, but ended the sanctions 
when they reached temporary 
agreement with management to 
start negotiations soon. 

That was 20 days ago, but there 
have been no negotiations, shift- 
workers representatives said, “so 
we decided to take extreme and 
desperate action.” 

A source at the Electric Corpora- 
tion works committee said last night 
that the present sanctions “can 
bring about a catastrophe if not ship- 
ped soon. The move is designed to 
affect the national power supply, 
but there is nothing we can do about 
it. The shift workers will not listen.”

Burg appoints committee

ACRE. — Interior Minister Yosef 
Burg yesterday appointed a com- 
mittee of enquiry to examine the 
events surrounding the attack on 
the Arab village of Kafr Yasif in 
West Galilee last month and to 
evaluate the’ steps that were taken 
to deal with the situation. 

Villagers from the Druse village 
of Juris attacked Kafr Yasif in 
retaliation for the stabbing death of 
a Julis man in Kafr Yasif during a 
soccer match. Two men were kil- 
led in the attack. 

The committee chairman is 
Amnon Golden berg, president of 
the Israel Bar Association, and the 
other two members are Haim 
Tavori. former police inspector- 
general, and Yosef Shein, secretary 
of the Organization of Regional 


Councils. 

Meanwhile, the reconciliation 
( sulha ) committee aimed at bringing 
peace to the two feuding villages 
held its first meeting in Acre yester- 
day. with police officers and 
government officials participating. 
It is composed of an equal number 
of Druse, Christians and Moslems. 

In Kafr Yasif, a new committee to 
represent the villagers in the sulha 
talks was set up because its 
organizers felt that the local coun- 
cil, dominated by the Democratic 
Front for Peace and Equality

WE REUER IIKDED IT IRORE. 
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NATO urges U.S. initiative 
on missile talks with Soviets 


ROME. — U.S. Secretary of State 
Alexander Haig was urged by Euro* 
peon allies yesterday to begin early 
exploratory talks with Moscow on 
limiting nuclear missiles. 

Ten foreign ministers of the 15- 
nation- North Atlantic Treaty 
Organisation met Haig iri a series of 
private meetings to prepare for a 
twice-yearly NATO conference 
starting today. 

; NATO's European members 
believe it has now become urgent to 
reopen U.S.-Soviet negotiations 
after a two-year standstill that has 
been marked by a sharp rise in East- 
West tensions. 

- The Europeans were asking Haig 
to declare U.S. readiness to 
negotiate mutual limitations on 
European-based missiles and to set 
a reasonably clear timetable, senior 
diplomats said. 

The Western alliance first 
proposed U.S.-Soviet talks on 
medium-range missiles nearly 18 
months ago as part of a two-track 
decision that also called for the 
stationing of U.S. cruise and 
Pershing-2 missiles in Western 
Europe. 


Western leaders have warned 
President Ronald Reagan they may 
face tough opposition from anti 
nuclear campaigners unless the U.S 
is shown to be ready to discuss 
mutual cutbacks. 

European NATO governments 
are anxious for negotiations partly 
to revive East-West contacts and 
partly in hopes oflimiting Soviet SS- 
20 missiles targetled on Western 
Europe. 

The Reagan administration is 
reluctant to start talks on only one 
phase of the arms control complex, 
and U.S. officials here said there 
were “differences of emphasis’.’ on 
timing. 

The Baden- Wuerttemberg state 
branch of Schmidt's Social 
Democrat Party voted yesterday to 
oppose stationing U.S. nuclear mis- 
siles in Europe if Washington and 
Moscow do not start talks soon on 
missile reduction. 

The decision highlighted the 
domestic pressure on European 
leaders to urge Washington into 
arms control talks with Moscow as 
soon as possible. (Reuter, UPI) 


Poles mark anniversary 
Of May 1791 constitution 


Warsaw (Reuter). — Poland 
celebrated the 190th anniversary 
yesterday of the proclamation of a 
liberal constitution and for the First 
time since the Communists came to 
power it was marked by extensive 
Official ceremonies and media 
coverage. 

•1 The short-lived 1791 constitution, 
gn enduring symbol of Polish in- 
dependence, had until this year 
been honoured under the Com- 
munist regime almost exclusively by 
the Roman Catholic church and dis- 
sidents. * 

The Communists said after taking 
power' at the end of World War II 
that the May. constitution was a 
relic of the bourgeois past. 

Blit in keeping with the new 
political climate in Poland since last 
summer's labour revolt, the event 
was marked yesterday with official 
ceremonies across the country. The 
Solidarity free trade union also held 
ft ceremony in Warsaw's Royal Cas- 


tle, where the constitution has been 
put on display, and dissidents 
organized a meeting and a march 
through the capital on Saturday 
night. 

In some parts of the country the 
church. Solidarity and Communists 
joined together to commemorate 
the anniversary. 

For the Roman Catholic church, 
the May 3 anniversary is fused with 
a religious feast commemorating 
the Virgin Mary, who is also 
honoured as “Queen of Poland.” 

About 300,000 Catholic pilgrims, 
among them Solidarity leader Lech 
Walesa, gathered beneath the ram- 
parts of Jasna Gora monastery for a 
mass at Poland's main shrine to the 
Virgin Mary in the southern city of 
Czestochowa.

Ex-monk turned hijacker 
wanted for shady land deal 


PERTH, Australia (Reuter). — The 
former Trappist monk who hijacked 
an Irish Aer Ungus airliner oo a 
flight from Dublin to London on 
Saturday is wanted in connection 
with an alleged 70,000 Australian 
dollar (IS770,000).land fraud, police 
said here yesterday. 

A police spokesman said a war- 
rant for the arrest of Laurence 
James Downey had been issued in 
Perth in April 1977. 

He was wanted for questioning 
about the alleged loss of the money 
by a client of a company of which 
he was a director, the spokesman 
said. / 

Downey is a native of Perth, 
where his wife and five grown 
children live. 


Downey, 55, said in a nine-page 
document passed to police in Le 
Touquet, France, where the airliner 
landed after being diverted by the 
hijacker, that he had' been expelled 
from a monastery in Rome. 
Downey surrendered to police after 
the plane landed. He bad hijacked 
the plane to press demands that 
newspapers publish articles about 
the religious miracle of Fatima. 
Downey also' ran a language school 
in Shannon, Ireland, where he lived 
from 1979 until late last year when 
he moved to Dublin. 

Police in Shannon said they bad 
been seeking Downey for an alleged 
assault on the husband of a woman 
who worked as a teacher at his 
school. 


Iran seizes U.S.-owned oil ship 


HOUSTON, Texas (AP). — A 
seismographic ship owned by the 
Houston-based Western 
Geophysical Co. was seized off the 
Iranian coast, a spokesman for the 
firm's parent company, Litton In- 
dustries, confirmed on Saturday. 


The Panamanian-registery 
Western. Sea, carrying aBridsh.crew 
and American^ cargo, ^had permis- 
sion to sail in the Persian' Gulf, an 


unidentified company spokesman 
told the Houston Post.

BANGKOK (Reuter). — Vietnam 
yesterday accused China of increas- 
ing armed intervention against the 
Kampuchean people by giving 
weapons to a resistance group in 
Kampuchea.

Nhan Dan daily newspaper as saying 
Peking had exposed itself as an 
enemy' of peace and stability- in 
Southeast Asia. 

Thai army sources said on Satur- 
day that about 1,500 Vietnamese 
troops backed by tanks had moved 
close to Kampuchea's border. 


Afghan rebels plant bomb 
on Kabul U. campus 


MOSCOW. — A bomb planted by 
anti-government rebels in 
Afghanistan exploded on Saturday 
in a faculty of Kabul -University, in- 
juring several students and lec- 
turers, the Tass news agency said 
yesterday. 

The Soviet news agency, 
reporting from the Afghan capital, 
gave no other details about the ex- 
plosion, which it said took place in 
the university's engineering faculty. 

Meanwhile, UN Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim is expected 
to renew efforts to get Soviet troops 
out of Afghanistan' during a four-, 
day visit to the Soviet Union begin- 
ning today. 

Waldheim has a mandate from 


the General Asscrably to search for 
a solution to the problem of 
Afghanistan.

An announcement from the 
Istanbul security department said 
the suspects belonged to the “Dev- 
Sol” (Revolutionary JLeft) group. 

The armed- group "was one at at 
least two dozen factions, split over 
ideology, fighting to . set up a com- 
munist state before the military 
took- power -in a coup last 
September. ■

Kissing comrades shock Peking first-nighters

THE JAWS of the People’s Libera- 
tion Army soldiers in the audience 
dropped open and prim, cropped- 
hair matrons sucked in their breath 
when a passionate kiss ended the 
opening night of Shakespeare's 
Measure for Measure, known here in 
Peking as Walk into My Trap. 

The play's director, Toby 
Robertson, late of London's Old Vic 
theatre, had struggled over that kiss. 
“The Chinese don’t do it in public, 
you know,” he said the morning 
after the opening night champagne 
party. “I told them, 'Come on, darl- 
ings, you've got to.' You’re actors, 
for God's sake.”’ 

For Peking, the party had un- 
questionably glittered. British 
Foreign Secretary Lord Carrington, 
in town to talk to the politburo, 
gave a backstage speech, and a 
Reuter correspondent showed up in 
black tie. The party Itself, 
Robertson observed, was a daring 
venture for China's premier com- 
pany, the People’s Art Theatre. 

“It’s very elitist, China. Units 
within units within other units. And 
the theatre's the same. But I insisted 
that everyone come — actors, 
designers, costume people, painters, 
everyone. Otherwise it would’ve 


just been top cadres and a few stars, 
and Lord Carrington's people.” 
Peking had already seen Derek 
Jacobi in Hamlet and when Cao Yu, 
China’s most famous playwright, 
visited London last year, it was 
agreed that Robertson would spend 
five weeks in 1981 creating a 
Chinese production of Shakespeare. 

“I chose Measure for Measure. It's 
easy for them to fit the plot into 
their traditional drama, full of .cor- 
rupt judges, plots inside plots and 
elaborate disguise," says 
Robertson. 

UNEXPECTED problems arose. 
The actors were capable of only a 
few hours’ work each day. “I told 
them they had to try harder. Then 
they showed me what they ate. ‘Get 
us better food, and we’ll be 
stronger,' they told me.” 

Besides their distaste for kissing 
in public, Chinese actors are not 
keen on the direct expression of un- 
pleasant emotion, preferring ex- 
travagant gestures which signal to 
the audience “I am plotting,” or “I 
secretly hate him.” 

One of Robertson’s difficulties 
lay in persuading his Chinese cast to 
stop “demonstrating” to. be subtly 
evil, a task made doubly difficult 
because it meant being subtle, . evil 
Westerners. “Imagine the reverse, 


imagine a West End company trying 
to do Peking Opera.” 

Indeed, although the actors 
bound on and oft stage in best Old 
Vic fashion, they often cling to old 
Chinese. stage-mafL The toe-high 
duck-waik, which flicks up the 
leading edge of the gown, ex- 
asperated Robertson. “They all 
walk on their heels. I couldn't get. 
them on to the balls of their feet 
And those terrible stooped backs.” 

But Robertson remains op- 
timistic. “Look, O.IC, they were 
too worshipful of Shakespeare.* And 
of me. And we probably should 
have done just workshops, you 
know, eveiy detail of acting: voice, 
movement, lighting, design, 
everything. They think it's their best 
company, but if s like a first diviaon 
football club without the training,

Some erf those drawn to the NJA 
were disenchanted with more 
traditional liberal Jewish organiza- 
tions, like the American Jewish 
Congress, he explains, or had been 
involved locally in groups like 
1 Ghutzpa in Boston, Kadima in Seat- 
tle, and the Boston Committee to 
Challenge Anti-Semitism. 

Also present among the founders 
of the 1 NJA were some of the former 
leaders of the Breira organization 
— a liberal Jewish group that, 
because of its support erf negotia- 
tions with the PLO, had been forced 
to disband by the Jewish 
“establishment,” according to 
Serotta. 

In December, 1979i when a large 
demonstration of interest in the 
NJA became evident, die "steering 
committee organized an erev rav — 
a conference attended by 650 peo- 
ple ranging from Orthodox to 
progressive Jews, anti-Zionist Com- 
munists, groups of Jewish gays, rab- 
bis and even a fewjwnfim. 

The conference formalized the 
goals and structure of the organiza- 
tion and came out with a general 
unity statement which, among other 
things, called for the establishment 
of an independent Palestinian state. 


IN THE SPRING of 1980, a very 
different group of Jews, consisting 
of 50 professionals — professors, 
members of- the government, jour- 
nalists and "think-tank” scholars — ■ 
met in Washington to discuss a dif- 
ferent approach to solving the 


munity. 

“We were frustrated with the 
liberal road that the Jewish com- 
munity had taken and came to the 
conclusion that' we Jews should 
adapt ourselves to the new conser- 
vative reality and should not tie 
ourselves to one political party,”, 
says Rabbi Seymour Siegel, of the 
Jewish Theological Seminary, who 
was present at the meeting that led 
to the establishment of the 
American Jewish Forum (AJF). 
“We decided that it had become 
necessary to provide a voice for 
Jews who are conservative in their 
political views and affiliations — a 
Jewish voice.” 

The AJF seeks to investigate, in a 
“scholarly way,” the relations 
between Jewish traditional thought 
and conservative political ideology 
by publishing material, conducting 
research, sponsoring academic con- 
ferences and serving as a general 
resource centre, says Siegel. The 
organization’s membership is 
located in the country’s most heavi- 
ly concentrated Jewish areas. 

“Like the members of the New 
Jewish Agenda, we believe in 
Jewish principles and concerns. We 
are determined to fight for justice 
and an improvement of the social 
order. We disagree on the way to 
achieve those ideals,” he continues, 
“and we object to the notion that 
liberalism has a monopoly over 
Jewish values.” 

Many of the leading figures in the 
AJF, despite the claims to lack of 
partisanship in the organization, 
worked for the election of President

Says Siegel, speaking for his 
organization's members, (which in- 
clude Commentary editor Norman 
Podhoretz, Elliot Abrams, State 
Department assistant secretary for 
international organizations. New 
York Republican leader Richard 
Rosenbaum.

“This is an opportunistic strategy 
that can only isolate us from other 
minorities and set us up as 
scapegoats for the economic crisis,” 
she says. 

Spokesmen of the NJA point out 
that Reagan’s new cuts in social 
programmes may result in the dis- 
missal of many young professional 
Jews involved in the organizations 
that implement these programmes, 
as well as in the field of education 
and social work. For this reason,- 
they support affirmative-action 
employment policies. 

In contrast, the AJF contends 
that these hurt the professional in- 
terests of Jews, who are pushed out 
of positions in the federal govern- 
ment and business because of the 
necessity to hire minority-group 
members. 

Although the New Jewish 
Agenda and the American Jewish 
Forum — both with steadily grow- 
ing memberships — have opposing 
views on many issues relating to the 
American Jewish community, both 
Siegel and Serotta — who are, in 
fact, personal friends who admire 
each other — are encouraged by the 
emergence erf the two organizations. 

As Serotta says: “It’s an indica- 
tion that Jews in America are aban- 
doning an artificial political con- 
sensus and are discussing the real is- 
sues — from different, but authen- 
tic, perspectives." 


IF YOU ever have to summon an 
ambulance, make a point of getting 
the name of the telephone operator 
whom you spoke to. Then, if the 
ambulance never shows up, at least 
it will not be easy for Magen David 
Adorn to disclaim responsibility. 

This is the lesson we iearn from 
the reply of A. Gluska, legal adviser 
of MDA. to A.G. of Tel Aviv. 

Mr. G. wrote that his wife was 
released for a few weeks from the 
oncological department of Hadas- 
sah Hospital in Tel Aviv and had to 
be transported from the hospital 
bed to her home a few blocks away.< 

They telephoned MDA from the 
hospital for an ambulance at 3 p.m. 
and were told that one would be 
sent, but that there would be a wait 
of an hour and a half. 

But by 6 p.m.. no ambulance bad 
shown up, and they decided to call a 
private one. The first company cal- 
led asked IS300 for the 10-minute 
ride, and the second for IS20Q. 

In addition to his specific com- 
plaint against MDA, he asks why 
there is no price control on such 
vital transportation. 

Gluska ’s reply was that three am- 
bulances were operating during the 
three hours in question, and they 
were engaged in taking patients 
from their homes to hospitals, a task 
which has priority over taking 
patients home from hospital. 

There was no record of Mr. G’s 
request for an ambulance Gluska 
writes. "To our regret we could not 
determine with, certainty whether 
an ambulance was ordered from 
MDA in Tel Aviv. Sometimes a 
private ambulance is ordered, and it

is credited to MDA, Tel Aviv.” 
Gluska wrote that he would in- 
vestigate further if additional infor- 
mation were forthcoming: he 
wanted to know whether the am- 
bulance was ordered by a member 
of the family or by a hospital 
employee, and he also wanted the 
name of the person to whom they 
had spoken. 

We dutifully forwarded a copy of 
Gluska's letter to Mr. G.. which 
may have been a mistake. In any 
case, he did not reply. He may have 
had more serious worries at the 
time. 

As to the question about the con- 
trol or prices of private ambulances, 
the Health Ministry spokesman, in 
the best officialese, wrote: 

“Private ambulances are not sub- 
ject to the control of our ministry 
and charge what they like. The tran- 
sportation of patients in private 
vehicles is not a controlled product 
and hence there is no standard tar- 
iff.” 

We thereupon asked whether it 
would not be a good idea to put 
private ambulances under control. 
This elicited the following reply: 
“The ministry is now preparing 
regulations governing private am- 
bulances. In this context, we will 
also examine the possibility of 
declaring private ambulances a con- 
trolled product.”

THE IMPENDING marriage of 
Lady Diana Spencer to Britain’s 
future king has turned her home 
into a kind of Mecca for the royal 
faithful — and produced a sharp 
rise in her family’s income.

Like many of Britain's historic 
homes, Althorp Hall has been open 
to the fee-paying public for several 
years to help towards its costly up- 
keep. But Lady Diana's home, set 
amid rolling green countryside near 
industrial Northampton in the 
English Midlands, was never on the 
popular tourist route — until the 
royal engagement.

Alarm at 
new Soviet 
bullets

THE INTRODUCTION of a new 
Soviet bullet which causes par- 
ticularly severe wounds has raised 
alarm in Third .World and neutral 
countries. 

The Soviet bullets, fired from 
new AK74 rifles, have been used 
with devastating effect on Afghan 
rebels. 

Doctors treating the wounded 
rebels in Pakistani refugee camps 
say the new bullets cause far more 
damage than previous Soviet small 
arms. 

Many countries — led by Sweden 
— have mounted a sustained cam- 
paign in the International Red 
Cross and in the U.N. to include 
such bullets under the 1899 Hague 
Convention protocols which out- 
lawed “dum-dum’' bullets. 

Although the effects of these new 
bullets is similar to that of a dum- 
dum, technically they do not fall 
within the scope of the present ban. 

A RECENT UN conference in 
Geneva on limitation of conven- 
tional weapons considered the use 
of bullets which have enhanced 
wounding potential. 

In the Vietnam War, concern was 
expressed at the .effects of the 
American 5.56mm round used in 


their standard M16 rifle.' This bullet 
has a long, pointed nose and is 
fired at high velocity. . 

CRITICS CLAIMED that the long 
nose gave the bullet a centre of 
gravity towards the rear so that on 
impact il would “tumble” in *Lhe \ 
body, giving up its energy in a par- 
ticularly unpleasant way. 

The Soviet Union made some 
political capital out of the allegation 
Lhat the Americans were using 
“dum-dum-type” bullets but have 1 
been silent on the issue in' recent 
years. 

For almost 30 years, the AK47 
has been the standard Warsaw Pact 
rifle, but about four years ago, the 
West learned of a new development 
known as the AK74. 

The old AK.47 used a 7.62mm bul- 
let whereas the new rifle uses a 
5.45mm round, greatly reducing the 
weight of ammunitidta carried by a 
soldier in the field. 

Western experts were puzzled by 
the fact that the new Soviet bullet 
had less than half the weight of the 
AK47 round. 

Last year, samples of the new 
AK.74 and its ammunition were ob-_ 
tained from Afghanistan and taken 
for study to America. 

The results of the official 
American tests are still classified 
but U.S. sources have said that the 
new bullet has an enhanced tumbl- 
ing effect when it hits the body. 

This seems to be achieved by an 
air space in the nose of the bullet 
which throws the centre of gravity 
to the rear. 

NATO has recently adopted a 
new 5.56mm calibre bullet which a 
spokesman in Brussels said “would 
not have the tumbling 

characteristic.”

HE MIGHT as well be another 
Japanese “salaryman" on his way to 
work. At approximately 9.45 each 
morning, he walks down the front 
steps of his house, tips his hat to his 
wife and then sets forth to his office. 

The difference, of course, is that 
he is Emperor Hirohito of Japan, his 
wife is the Empress Nagako, and his 
home is the Fukiage Palace, a 
sprawling ranch-style residence 
built 20 years ago amid gardens and 
woods just a 10 minute walk from 
the Imperial Palace at which he per- 
forms his daily duties. ' 

Yet another difference, equally 
remarkable to millions of Japanese 
who still attach sacred significance 
to the emperor, is that he appears as 
quietly devoted to his work as at any 
point in his reign of nearly 56 years, 
the longest in a line that Japanese 
trace to the mythical first emperor, 
Jimmu, supposedly born in 660 
BCE. At the end of last month, 
Hirohito celebrated his 80th birth- 
day. He still spends most of every 
week sifting through state docu- 
ments in his office at the palace, 
completely rebuilt in a blend of 
modern and traditional Japanese 
styles and opened -in 1968. 

He routinely leaves his desk to 
receive cabinet ministers and am- 
bassadors, hand out awards and 
preside over banquets — all strictly 
ceremonial roles carefully cir- 
cumscribed by Japan’s post-war 
constitution. 

“The emperor feels happy when 
he's faithfully performing his 
duties,” says the grand 
chamberlain, Sukemasa Irie, a 
silver-haired, smiling figure around 
the palace who has worked for the 
Emperor for 47 of his 75 years. “He 
likes what he’s doing." . * 

SELF-SERVING though such 
words might appear, the emperor 
himself gives every impression of 
thoroughly enjoying his job in those 
few moments in which journalists 
can glimpse him .as he receives or 
bids farewell to state guests. He in- 
evitably speaks in the stylized 
cliches of the court, but permits just 
an edge of feeling to permeate some 
of his remarks. 

GreetingPope John Paul II at the 
entrance to the palace in late. 
February, for instance, he remarked 
that he realized the pope had come 
far and hoped he was not tired from 
his journey. Court officials later told 
reporters the emperor had fondly 
recalled his meeting with Pope 
Benedicf'XV, whoarBe m?- 
Rome hear- the end 'bfHie^ix^nionth - 1 
European tour in 1921. 

There was, in the reminder that 
the emperor was returning a 
courtesy by receiving the present 
pope, a subtle suggestion not only of . 
Hirohito’s own long service to his 
country but also of the continuity 
that he has offered Japan m the 
transition from peace to war — and ‘ 
then to peace and prosperity. . 

. In preserving both his modest, 
amiable poise and his zest for work, 
the emperor has gradually emerged 
as a beloved figure in his own right . 
among a people who revered him as 
a god until the end of World War LL 

One key lb Hirohito’s latter-day- 
success in living down what would 
have been total humiliation to most 
leaders, is that he gladly accepted 
tiie role set forth m the 1946 con- 
stitution, which declared the 
emperor “shall be the symbol of the 
state and of the unity of the people, 
deriving his position from the mil of 
the - people with whom resides 
sovereign power.” 

TRAINED as a marine biologist, 
the author of five scholarly books 
based on his research in die waters 
off Japan, he had evinced scep- 
ticism about his divinity early in - his 
career and needed no prompting to ’ 
“de-god” himself after the war. “I 
have never considered myself a 
god," he said at the time. “Nor have 
I ever attempted to arrogate to 
myself the powers of a divine 
being.” 

Nor did Hirohito betray the 
slightest cfiscontent over the rather 
mundane role in which he was cast. - 



The Emperor of Japan 
celebrated his 80th birthday 
on April 29. DONALD 
KIRK in Tokyo profiles the 
man who has gently guided 
die Japanese from the years 

of war bade to peace and 
prosperity . 

He evidently sees little difference 
between his functions; before and 
after his. descent from divinity 
despite the specific condition in the 
1946 constitution, stating that the 
emperor “s&ail " not have powers 
related to government." _ 

THERE IS no doubt, however, of 
Hirohito’s spiritual appeal. Despite, 
his .descent; from godly to human 
status, he and other members of the 
royal family still journey regularly 
to the lie peninsula south of Tokyo 
to pray before the shrine of 
Amaterasu, the Sun Goddess from 
whom the legend has it that all 
Japanese emperors are descended. 
They also pray for guidance from 
their earthly ancestors, enshrined 
• among other places inside the 
palace grounds. . 

Virtually no criticism of the 
emperor appears in newspapers. 
There is ho rough-and^umHe gos- 
sip or tabloid-type reporting on 
romances and scandals .surrounding 
members of the royal family. No op- 
poshion. politicwn makes-an issue of 
A his*; authority, - cvejpr. ^Though the 
^socialist -and communist parties m 
1976 noisily opposed a one-hour , 
ceremony in the cavernous Martial 
Arts Hall near the palace marking 
tiie 50th anniversary of his rule. 

PROBABLY the closest anyone has 
come to direct criticism of the 
emperor in recent years was in the 
form of a suggestion by a commen- 
tator that Hirohito wear traditional 
Japanese kimono on state occasions 
rather than the. morning coats- and 
dark suits that seem to comprise his 
wardrobe.''

Here are -some hints for May ac- 
tivities: . 

Roses. Water your roses deeply 
and -regularly, especially those 
growing itt.light soil. When using a 
pipe drip system, make sure the 
dripping holes are close to plant 
stems. A summer mulch around 
rose bushes, will keep the root 
system cool -and should be provided 
before temperatures spar. Use lawn

clippings, hay, leaves, sawdust, etc. 
Mulching will pay off later and 
should not be restricted only to 
roses. 

Continuous pest control by spray- 
ing and dusting during hot weather 
is obligatory. Insecticides and 
fungicides are chemically altered 
from lime to time for more ef- 
ficiency. Ask your nurseryman for 
approved material. 

Liquid feedings, prepared from 
cow or chicken manure, guano or 
general fertilizer, should be routine 
during the flowering period. 
Remove all faded or even half- 
faded flowers and disbud tea roses if 
you prefer larger blooms. 

Flower garden. Pinch back 
chrysanthemums (leave 3-4 pairs of 
leaves on each stem), petunias, 
snapdragons and verbena, to en- 
courage thick, bushy growth with 
more and longer-lasting flowers. Tie 
all dahlia stems to stakes and 
remove side buds for larger blooms. 

Set out summer annuals. The fol- 
lowing are available at plant 
nurseries: cockscomb, cosmos, por- 
tulaca. marigold, zinnia. 



amaranthus, kochia, celosia, 
balsam in a, — and more. 

. Remove spent flowers from beds 


of German iris and spread a few 
handfuls or superphosphate between 
their evergreen leaves. This will 
graduairy be absorbed by the soil 
and compensate the tubers for the 
organic matter lost in flower 
production. A light head dressing of 
compost wilt serve the same pur- 
pose. 

Vegetables. You can prolong the 
harvest time of some "cut-and- 
come-again" vegetables, like Swiss 
chard, lettuce. New Zealand 
spinach and green onions. When 
harvesting these plants, leave not 
only their roots intact in the soil, but 
also 2?3 cm. of their stems or leaves 
above ground level. They will yield 
a second Lime. For a rich harvest 
these plants must be well weeded, 
watered and fertilized with light 
dressings of sulphate of ammonia. 

Lettuce once cut will not produce 
another head, but will yield new 
single crisp leaves for the salad 
bowi. Every time you pick the leafy 
tips of New Zealand spinach, the 
plant will form more branches in the 
leaf axils. The more you pick, the 
more the plant produces. If your 


Swiss chard tuens straggly looking, 
simply turn down all the tall, old 
leaves, and you will have a tender 
new harvest in a month. 

When you cul the tender, green 
top spears (not more than one from 
each plant) of onion bulbs, they will 
never be as large as those produced 
by plants left unmolested In the soil, 
but the early harvest and possibility 
of repeated cuttings for a delicious 
garnish for potatoes, eggs, soups 
and salads makes it worthwhile to 
cut some of your onion rows. 

Climbing members. The advan- 
tage in growing plants vertically, 
one quickly learns, is that it saves a 
lot of space. Every amateur gar- 
dener is looking for a little more 
room in his garden, and irellising 
provides it. Only a few vegetables 
can be trained to climb, but 
cucumbers are among the errant 
sprawiers that are predestinated for 
it. 

Sow 2-3 cucumber seeds in light 
soil in medium-size clay or plastic 
pots and keep the growing medium 
in a shaded spot. Use the 2-3 weeks 
it takes for the seed to germinate 
and sprout to prepare the growing 
bed and the trellis. Cucumbers are 
heavy feeders, needing plenty of 
well-rotted cow manure or compost 
and a deeply dug well-prepared soil. 
For a trellis use either chicken wire 
or a homemade ladder of bamboo. 

When the plants in the pots are 


about 10 cm. high thin them out, 
leaving only the strongest one, 
water' them and then transplant 
them carefully into prepared holes 
close to the trellis. To transplant, 
spread four fingers over the pot- 
surface, leaving the cucumber plant 
untouched in the middle, and turn 
the pot upside-down, and knock it 
slightly on a solid surface. The plant 
with its whole root ball intact, will 
glide out smoothly and should be in- 
serted into the prepared hole. 

Long after the plants have been 
transplanted and the bed is well into 
summer production, the cucumbers 
wit] badly want an additional 
feeding; this means regular (weekly) 
applications of “manure tea," cow 
or chicken manure soaked in water 
for a few days. 

Airborn herbs. For a space-saving 
decoration, try a modern approach 
to herb-growing using hanging 
baskets or bowls. These may be fix- 
ed with siring or wire to a peigola 
or a low-growing tree branch. Grow 
kitchen herbs in well-composted 
soil. If watered 3-4 times a week, the 
herbs may be cut frequently and will 
also provide a long-lasting decora- 
tion. Favourite herb plants for 
hanging baskeLs are mint (pepper- 
mint, nana in Hebrew); borage 
(Bor ago officinalis, borag in 
Hebrew); and lemon verbena (Lip- 
pia citriodora or aloysia, lipia limonit 
in Hebrew).

ALTHOUGH there was a last- 
minute change, the scheduled 
Schumann First Symphony .being 
replaced by the Fourth, this concert 
was a well-built and varied treat. 

However, the programme as a 
whole did not sound sufficiently 
rehearsed, and communication and 
understanding between conductor, 
orchestra and soloist was impaired. 

Daniel Bcnyamini impressed the 
audience with his deeply-felt 
reading of the' Bartok Viola 
Concerto. He played the solo with a 


beautiful tone, sureness of technical 
intensity and expressiveness. 

Thirty-year-old Lior Shambadal 
directs with understanding, spirit 
and feeling. Conductor and 
orchestra achieved good results in 
the lesser known early Haydn work. 
The symphony, with its charming 
simplicity, was mostly pleasing, es- 
pecially the lovely Andante for 
muted strings. 

Lack of synchronization in 
.entries, unanimity and tonal 
balance and occasional irregularities 
marred the Schumann symphony, 
but there were also good parts, as 
the striking Romanza and the 
Scherzo. There were some very good 
solo parts for oboe, violin and bas- 
soon throughout the concert. As for 
the unclean intonation in the horns, 
the less said the better.

TEL AVEV. — The largest issue 
ever floated in Israel will be offered 
soon by Bank Hapoalim, the 
network informed the stockmarket 
on Thursday. The exact date of the 
issue and the price of each 
“package” in' it will be' announced 
at a later date, but the total issue 
will be approximately IS450m. 

The issue will consist of an offer 
to the general public as well as a 
rights issue to present shareholders. 

The general public will be offered 
a package consisting of 100 shares 
plus ten options, while the rights 
package will consist of 100 shares 
plus 25 options. 


The date of converting the op- 
tions will be announced later, but it 
is believed that the options will be 
converted in about a year. 


The rights issue will be offered at 
the ratio of one package for every 
20 shares held. 


Bank Hapoalim stated on Thurs- 
day that' floating this issue “should 
have a very beneficial effect on the 
stock market, if past experience is 
any criterion;’' This is believed to be 
especially true this time due to the 
bank’s expansion in the past few 
years and its high profitability last 
year.

Serious blow to Red Sea port 

Eilat loses container trade

TEL AVIV. — Exporters recently 
decided to stop using Eilat as a port 
for outgoing container cargoes and 
discussions have already taken 
place with Zim representatives on 
shifting all shipments, which 
formerly left through Eilat, to 
Ashdod and Haifa. 

The spokesman or the Export In-, 
stitute, asked yesterday to comment 
on this development, admitted that 
the meeting had not only taken 
place, but that representatives of 
the Export Institute had been pre- 
sent. He added that despite a 
promise by a meeting of the 
Ministerial Committee on 
Economic Affairs in 1978, to "Equa- 
lize the cost of shipping through 
any of the country's three ports. 


nothing has been done so far.” The 
difference in shipping a container 
through Eilat or through Ashdod or 
Haifa is $55. 

It is learned from exporters that 
at present approximately 12,000 
containers a. year are exported 
through Eilat. Depriving rite port of 
handling these , containers will 
further intensify the unemploynent 
problem in the Red Sea port 
Moreover, the main benefactor will 
be the Suez Canal authorities, since 
the containers, destined for the Far 
East and Africa will pass through 
the Canal on their way from Ashdod 
and Haifa.

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Profit from citrus waste

TEL AVIV. — A dozen -foreign in- 
dustrial giants as well as two Israeli 
companies “have shown con- 
siderable interest in this process, 
which will turn cheap citrus waste 
into valuable beta-carotene,” says 
Aharon Frenkel, who heads Union 
D, which is something akin to a 
“commercial brokerage firm." 


The foreign giants include 
General Foods. Miles Laboratories 
(which also has a plant here}' and 
Hoffman-La Roche; the local firms 
are Teva and Schweppes. 


Beta-carotene is a yellow-orange 
-substance widely distributed in 
plants, particularly in citrus peels, 
carrots, alfalfa and sweet potatoes. 

It has “pro- vitamin activity,” but 
its main is to colour .edible foods, 
such as margarine, lemonades, 
syrups,- fruit juices, cheese, soup 
powders, tomato products add but- 
ter. 

“Today, the world monopoly of 
beta-carotene is in the hands of 
Hoffman-La Roche, which sells a 
kilogram of the colouring agent for 
$600 to $800. The method devised m ' 
Israel will produce the same amount 
for about $120, although we expect 
to sell h for a much higher price,” 
says Frenkel. 

.The chemical process was 
worked out by Dn David Zim- 


merman, formerly of England, who 
now lives iu Petah Tflcva. It took 
him and the team he heads about 15 
years to prove thai the process 
works. (Hoffman-La Roche extracts 
it from acetone). 

“Wc have about 400,000 tons of. 
citrus peels every year in Israel; the. 
main buyers are the dairies, who 
pay about SlO a ton to use it for cat- 
tie Feed. From each ton of peels we 
expect to extract a kilogram of beta- 
carotene/’ says FrenkeL 
■ He will only be rite broker in the- 
deal, and since he visualizes -that 
within five years after the plant is 
set up — either here or abroad — 
worldwide sales wiQ be more than 
5200m., he stands to make a fat 
commission. At present, an es- 
timated S600m. worth of beta- 
carotene is sold annually by 
Hoffman-La Roche. The plant will 
cost about S2izl to set up. 

Union D (the complete name is 
Union Development and 
Investment) was found by Frenkel 
only two years ago. Since . then he 
has averaged one “brokerage com- 
mission” a month, mainly by ex- 
porting Israeli knowhow or 
products 'abroad, or by importing 
knowhow or products to IsraeL He 
also arranges for the sale of fac- - 
tcRies within Israel.

Spot check on business: 
60 % violate tax laws 


- Fast Economic Reporter 

Spot checks by income tax of- 
ficials in March revealed that 23 per 
cent of the businesses examined did 
not record their receipts. Another 
37 per cent were caught on less 
severe violations such as not using a 
cash register, while 40 per cent were 
complying with all tax regulations. 

During the 1980 fiscal year, 
55,791 spot checks were made, a 
decline of 42 per cent compared to 
1979. About 17 per cent, or 9,365, of 
those examined did not record 
receipts. 

During 1980 income tax officials 
carried out 4,277 special audits of 
companies, self-employed and 
employees, 6 per cent less than 
planned.

Diamond industry credit cut

Since February the Bank of Israel 
has cut its subsidy to ihe diamond 
industty by 30 per cent, following a 
decision to reduce .the volume of 
loans from its Diamond Fund by 25 
per cent. This Is the largest credit 
reduction made by the bank to date. 

The Diamond Fund’s coffers held 
Sl.lb. by the end of February, 
providing cheap credit to diamond 
merchants for purchasing the rough 
stones which are the raw material of 
Israel's diamond trade. The Bank of 
Israel reduced the fund by two cuts 
of 12.5 per cent, at the beginning of 
February and April. 

The bank replaced this source of 
credit by permitting, diamond 
merchants to receive loans in 
Eurodollars, without imposing the 
usual 9 per cent levy on foreign cur- 
rency loans. Following these moves, 
the Diamond Fund shrank to 
S778m_, with diamond merchants 
taking free market loans amounting 
to S205m. 

The decision to reduce credit to 


Ihe diamond industry is one of the 
recent steps taken by the central 
bank to make its monetary steps 
more effective by lowering the ceil- 
ing on production credit and cutting 
back on its direct loans to the 
economy. An interministeriai com- 
mittee will decide on the future of 
financing to the diamond industry. 
The Bank of Israel has recom- 
mended that credit be given only for 
production, while enabling others in 
the industry to receive free market 
loans without paying the 9 per cent 
surcharge imposed on other Israeli 
borrowers of foreign currency.

Job scarcity stimulates 
vocational retraining 

The number of graduates taking 
vocational retraining Courses has 
risen this year to 3,600, an increase 
of 500 over last year and double the 
1977 figure, Israel Goralnik, 
director-general of the Labour and 
Social Affairs Ministry, said yester- 
day. 

. The courses taken by the students 
covered production management, 
computer programming, pricing, 
social work, interna] control and oc- 
cupational therapy. 

A sample survey undertaken at 
the retraining centre in Ramat Gan 
last year revealed that native 
Israelis, rather than new im- 
migrants, represented the biggest 
increase in the number of applicants 
for the courses. This is in contrast to 
previous trends. Ministry officials 
said the reason for this was the rapid 
contraction in employment oppor- 
tunities for graduates over the last 
year.

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Schmidt’s bleeding heart 

THE RECENT visit by West Germany’s chancellor, Helmut 
Schmidt, in Riyadh ended as predicted in no signed deal nor in any 
formal commitment even for the delivery to Saudi Arabia of the 300 
Leopurd-11 super-tanks in which King Khaled had shown such great 
interest. Israel should perhaps have welcomed this development, at a 
time when the major industrial countries in the West, even the oil- 
sufficient among them, are straining every fibre in an attempt to mus- 
cle in on the Saudi arms bazaar, the largest by far in Araby. 

Just a week before Mr. Schmidt arrived there, Margaret Thatcher 
had left Riyadh. The British prime minister made no bones about the 
Tact that her country’s dearest wish was to sell the Saudis their every 
heart's desire in armament, and with no political strings attached. 
Compared to Mrs. Thatcher Mr. Schmidt was a model of cir- 
cumspection. citing as he did Bonn's 1 0-year-old self-imposed ban on 
the supply of arms to “areas of tension.” 

Mr. Schmidt's Saudi hosts cannot, however, have been left in any 
doubt that the chancellor would see to it personally that the ban were 
lified. and soon enough, despite the strong opposition to such a move 
in the Bundestag, notably within the ruling Social Democratic Party. 
Even before embarking on his eastern voyage the chancellor let it be 
known that the Federal Republic's share in the Saudi economic cake 
largely depended on the lifting of the ban. 

On his return to Bonn Mr. Schmidt went on television to make 
good his undertaking to the Saudis. 

Invoking the "Palestinian self-determination” code-terminology so 
favoured in West Europe's current dialogue with the Arab world, Mr. 
Schmidt insisted that the West Germans could not very well deny 
that right to the Palestinians when they claimed it for the East Ger- 
mans. Still pursuing the European line, the chancellor called for the 
inclusion of the PLO in Middle East peacemaking, arguing that the 
branding of all PLO factions as terrorist would drive them into 
Moscow's arms (as though even the “moderate" Fatah were not 
already a client of Moscow). 

Having thus reached the very edge of the European consensus, Mr. 
Schmidt stepped beyond it into a terrain that should be even more 
pleasing to the Saudis, whom he described as “the Federal 
Republic's chief allies, both economically and politically, outside of 
Europe and the U.S." In that imaginary terrain the Arab-Israel con- 
flict is wholly assimilated into the “Palestinian dispute,” where West 
Germany's explicit avowal of responsibility is owed only the “West 
Bank expellees” — apparently, because West Germany once suppor- 
ted Israel. 

However, this moral encumbrance is evidently nothing as com- 
pared with the burden of the past that weighs, according to Mr. 
Schmidt's testimony, .on Germany's relations with such nations as 
“the Dutch, the French, etc.” Unlike “the Dutch, the French, etc.,” 
perhaps especially the “etc.,” the Arab states, according to Mr. 
Schmidt, have had “no negative experience" with the Germans, and 
they take a “basically positive view of Germany." 

Should democratic Germany perhaps feel uneasy about a present- 
day friendship that owes so much to Arab intimacy with the German 
Nazis in World War U.?. Not .in Mr. Schmidt’s book, it shouldn’t. 
Should the Social Democratic ‘chancellor at least have second 
thoughts about pronouncing such an affinity with an absolutist Arab 
monarchy whose official memorandum called for the uprooting of 
“Israel's presence," and described “a murderous history of Jewish 
imperialist aggressions against the Arabs that stretches back to 
Biblical times”? Again, not in Mr. Schmidt’s book. 

In view of this, it does not seem that either Prime Minister Begin's 
or Foreign Minister Shamir’s denunciations of the West German 
chancellor’s “new morality" of support for “those who would finish 
off the job started by the Germans,” are significantly overdrawn.

i THE HELPING PROFESSIONS 


, To the Editor ef The Jerusalem Post 
* Sir, — The description of a 
Gestalt therapy workshop that I 
ip ad in Mr. van Leer's “Adventures 
Hi fantasy land” (April 3), differs so 
markedly from my own first-hand 
experience of Gestalt therapy, that I 
feel it is my duty to let your readers 
know about the latter. 

First of all, Mr. van Leer could 
not possibly have gone through one 
of the workshops I attended, and 
come out now knowing that Gestalt 
therapy (an approach to psy- 
chotherapy developed after World 
War II by Fritz and Laura Peris) is 
entirely distinct from Gestalt psy- 
chology (a school of academic psy- 
chology, started in the Twenties by 
Wolfgang Koehler and others). 
Also, in the workshops I ex- 
perienced, he would have found no 
rejection of humour and laughter, 
though he could have learned to tell 
the difference between healthy 
laughter and the cynic’s sneer. For 
the silly small talk he reports, there 
would not have been time in a 
workshop that people attend 
because they are committed to 
learn a more honest and whole way 
of being. 

■ Speaking of honesty, I wonder 
whether Mr. van Leer declared his 
jntentions of what he calls "in-depth 
/eporting” at the onset of the 
^Workshop, or did he use his profes- 


sion as an excuse to lie about his 
motives to a group of people who 
trust each others’ commitment to 
attempt to be honest? I hope not, 
because the degree of baric dis- 
honesty that would be needed in 
order to keep up a facade while one 
is surrounded by a group committed 
to honesty goes quite beyond the 
degree that can be attributed to the 
journalist’s professional play-acting 
"in the line of duty.” 

Be that as it may, I cannot discard 
the feeling that "Adventures in fan- 
tasy land" is yet another chapter in 
the smear campaign against the 
helping professions that was 
launched about a month ago when 
our television presented a discus- 
sion, supposedly on “psychology,” 
juxtaposed with a film on Erhard 
seminars (EST) and an author's per- 
sonal gripes against psychoanalysis. 

Critical reporting on the helping 
professions is an important duty of 
the media, but by spreading confu- 
sion-’ among the public, a lot of 
damage is done, most of it to those 
who really do need help and are not 
quite sure where to turn for it. The 
easy way out of tossing all that is of- 
fered in “the trade press” in one bag 
is just about the worst crime against 
those who really could be helped 
and don’t know where to go.

Jerusalem. 
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THE 34TH annual assembly of the 
World Health Organization con- 
venes today in Geneva. As in the 
past several years, real health issues 
are iikejy to be sidestepped in 
favour of parliamentary maneuver- 
ing and sterile political debate on 
subjects beyond the competence of 
the World Health Assembly. 

The focus of most of this mis- 
placed attention will, of course, be 
Israel. For the leading practitioners 
of politicization at the UN 
specialized agencies are the Arab 
rejectionist states. Aided by the 
Soviet bloc, they are able to bully 
and manipulate Third World 
countries into supporting their anti- 
Israel stand. 

.Not surprisingly, in a world con- 
stantly plagued by inter and intra 
bloc conflicts, opposition to Israel 
becomes a convenient issue on 
.which the largest number of states 
can unite in mock solidarity. 

At the forthcoming assembly, we 
can expect the anti-Israel campaign 
to assume two forms; an attempt to 
reject the credentials of the Israel 
delegation; and an attempt to adopt 
a resolution condemning Israel’s 
“health” policies in the ad- 
ministered areas. Neither tactic is 
new. Both are part of an escalating 
Arab assault, which Israel is facing 
at more and more international 
forums. 

The rejectionists’ attempt to ex- 
clude Israel from international 
organizations and conferences is 
not new. While the modus operandi 
has varied from forum to forum, the 
common bond, Unking all of the dis- 
parate bids, has been constitutional 
abuse. In each case, the rejec- 
tionists have either tried to twist the 
constitutions by grotesque in- 
terpretations, or more contemp- 
tuously, have tried to ignore them. 

But to date, all such attempts 
have failed. For not only the 
Western states, but also most Third 
World countries have been unwill- 
ing to be accomplices to such abuse 
of organization charters. 

The 1 979 WHO assembly is a case 
in point. At that meeting, the rejec- 
tionists tried to invoke against Israel 
a suspension provision in the WHO 
constitution, intended primarily for 
application against members failing 
to fulfil their financial obligations. 
Fortunately, few states were willing 
to go along with the rejectionists 
ploy to subvert the constitution. 

Indeed, Third World states joined 
Western countries in amending the 
WHO rules of procedure to require 
a W majority vote for application of 
the suspension proyisibn. As a 
result, the chances of future abuse 
of this provirion have .been greatly 
diminished. 

The September 1980 UNESCO 
conference in Belgrade provides 
another example of the rejec- 
tionists’ antics. Aware that the

UNESCO constitution permits 
suspension of rights only for non- 
payment of dues or as a conse- 
quence of UN suspension, the rejec- 
tionists tried to realize their goal by 
challenging the credentials of 
Israel’s delegation. Their absurd 
grounds for the challenge was that 
the credentials had been issued in 
Jerusalem, a city which the UN 
Security Council had held is not to 
be recognized as the capital of 
Israel. 

The rejectionists* threat was met 
by a strong response from die U.S. 
Recognizing that realization of the 
threat could have led to the 
withdrawal of UNESCO's principal 
financial benfactor — the U.S. — 
few Third World states were willing 
to support the rejectionists' plan. 
The Israel delegation’s credentials 
were accepted. 

MANY THIRD WORLD countries 
have privately, and in some cases 
.publicly, disassociated themselves 
from the call, put forward last 
Ferbruary by die New Delhi con- 
ference of Non-Aligned countries 
not to accept the credentials of 
Israeli delegations to UN meetings. 
These Third World states recognize 
that exclusion of Israel from WHO' 
or from any of the other specialized 
agencies could have grave conse- 
quences for the future functioning 
of those organizations. The New 
Delhi call for Israel's suspension 
was also met by a strong U.S. reac- 
tion including a motion in the 
Senate calling ,on the U-S. to cease 
participating in or paying dues to 
any UN body which excludes Israel 
from participation. 

The unwillingness of many 
countries to go along with the rejec- 
tionists’ campaign to exclude Israel 
from international forums was 
clearly evidenced at . the Inter- 
national Conference on Assistance 
to Refugees in Africa held several 
weeks ago in Geneva. At that 
meeting, the African states roundly 
rejected the rejectionists bid to ex- 
clude Israel from the conference. 

• ; While an dtSempt Jo -deny- the 
Israel delegatftfr’4 credentials 1 at tfie 
WHO assembly i* Ekely to fall, 
adoption of an anti-Israel resolution . 
filled with fabrications, is a feasible 
prospect. 

The 1980 World Health As- 
sembly’s arbitrary assertion con- 
cerning “poor health conditions” in 


the areas and concerning Israeli 
“practices which adversely affect 
the health conditions of the Arab in- 
habitants.;.” is but the most recent 
example in a long line of annual 
condemnations. 

These spurious accusations con- 
trast markedly with Israel’s true 
record in the administered areas. 
Under Israel's administration, com- 
municable diseases have been 
eliminated or. brought under con- 
trol* and infant mortality has been 
reduced to a level below that of 
most Arab states. 

Hospitals have been improved 
both quantitatively and qualitative- 
ly,' and now include a wide range of 
1 baric and specialized services. A 
large number, of new clinics have 
been opened, and medical and nurs- 
ing manpower has more than 
doubled. 

Israel, wanting the true facts 
. brought before WHO, agreed on 
several Occasions to fact-finding 
visits by experts, even though some 
of these mvestigaton represented 
states which refuse to maintain 
diplomatic relations with Israel. The 
reports of these experts, some of 
whom could not be expected to be 
impartial, reflected the fast 
improvement in health conditions in 
the areas since 1967. Yet not even 
the substantive findings of the ex- 
perts have influenced the pre- 
programmed resolutions of the 
WHO assembly. 

The real victim of such contemp- 
tuous disregard for truth and fair- 
play is of course not Israel — it is 
the WHO and the other specialized 
agencies plagued by politicization. 
By succumbing to the Arab rejec- 
tionists* machinations, these 
organizations jeopardize not only 
their integrity, but also their ability 
to fuheton as service -agencies. 

Some have already suffered. A 
tough anti-politicization stance by 
the U.S. in recent years, led to that 
country's withholding of dues from 
UNESCO in 1975, and to its 
withdrawal from the International 
Labour Organization between 1977 
and 1980. 

TODAY THIS view is shared, 
although usually in private, by an in- 
creasing number of responsible 
Third World states. For they un- 
derstand that it is the health and 
well-being of millions of. their peo- 
ple that will be affected by the 
demise of WHO and the other 
specialized agencies. Thus today’s
